To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Thurlstone  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  net  number  of  deaths  for  the  District  for  the  past  year  was 
29 — 12  males  and  17  females. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  is  2,560  a  decrease  of 
18  on  the  previous  year. 

The  mortality  for  the  year  was  1 1.3  per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lat  ion,  against  a  mortality  of  12.8  in  the  previous  year.  The  death- 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.2  per  thousand,  and  the  death- 
rate  for  157  smaller  towns  was  1  1.2  per  thousand. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  contagious  disease,  viz.,  a  case 
of  Influenza. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  32,  viz  ,  15  male  and  17  female 
births.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  12.5  per  thousand  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  against  a  birth-rate  of  17.8  per  thousand  in  the  previous  year. 
The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  18.3  per  thousand. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  was  6,  of  which 
one  was  illegitimate.  There  were  three  male  and  three  female 
deaths  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  of  187.5  per  thousand 
births  registered.  The  cause  of  such  a  high  infantile  mortality  was 
that  four  deaths  were  due  to  premature  birth,  a  case  of  twins  and 
two  other  children. 


During  the  year  132  inspections  of  property  were  made  and  46 
nuisances  reported.  Eighteen  nuisances  were  left  over  from  the 
previous  year,  making  a  total  of  64.  Of  these  42  have  been  abated, 
and  there  were  22  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Thirty-three 
informal  and  four  statutory  notices  were  served,  of  which  30  informal 
and  3  statutory  notices  were  complied  with. 

This  year’s  report,  according  to  the  instructions  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  is  to  be  a  survey  report  showing  the  progress  made  during 
the  previous  five  years  and  the  changes  in  housing,  water  supply, 
scavenging,  food  inspection,  and  other  services. 

POPULATION  AND  HOUSING. 

There  has  been  a  continuous  reduction  in  the  population  of  the 
District  during  the  past  five  years.  The  population,  which  was 
2,741  in  1921,  has  been  reduced  to  2,56a  in  1925,  a  reduction  of  181  in 
the  five  years. 

The  number  of  houses  in  1921  was  643  and  the  number  in  the 
past  year  was  654,  so  eleven  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  past 
five  years.  One  house  has  been  built  in  the  last  year. 

The  District  is  a  very  scattered  one.  The  acreage  is  8,116,  so 
there  are  3^  acres  to  each  person. 

The  scattered  state  of  the  District  makes  it  almost  impossible  for 
the  public  services  of  water  supply,  sewerage,  and  scavenging  to  be 
available  to  all  parts. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  past  year  the  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  and 
there  has  been  no  curtailment  of  the  supply. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  water  supply  during  the  past 
five  years,  and  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  unsatisfactory 
supplies  to  some  farms  and  outlying  groups  of  houses  where  they  are 
supplied  from  wells,  which  are  short  of  water  in  dry  seasons  and  liable 
liable  to  pollution. 

DRAINAGE. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  sewers  during  the  past  five 
years.  The  drainage  is  satisfactory  for  those  houses  which  can  be 
drained  into  the  public  sewers,  but  in  other  parts  where  it  has  to  be 
run  into  cesspools  or  on  the  land  it  is  unsatisfactory. 


The  drainage  of  the  Netherfield  district,  including  the  Grammar 
School  and  the  Workhouse,  has  not  yet  been  dealt  with,  although  it 
has  been  urgent  for  the  last  live  years.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
negotiations  were  still  going  on  with  the  Penistone  District  Council, 
but  no  agreement  had  been  come  to. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Some  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  last  five  years  in 
improving  the  closet  accommodation  Twenty  additional  water- 
closets  have  been  provided,  either  by  converting  privies  into  water- 
closets  or  building  new  ones.  Twenty  privies  have  been  reconstructed 
since  1921. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  scavenging  during  the  last  five 
years  and  more  attention  requires  giving  to  it,  as  some  of  the  privies 
are  not  emptied  often  enough. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

No  special  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  milk  supply  of 
the  District.  No  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  analysis  by 
the  District  Council  during  the  past  five  years.  Seven  cowkeepers 
have  now  been  registered.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made  frequent 
inspections  of  the  cowsheds. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  constantly  inspected  ;  none  are  regis¬ 
tered  and  none  of  them  comply  with  the  Bye-laws.  No  samples  of 
food  of  any  kind  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  and  no  unsound  food 
has  been  seized  during  the  past  five  years. 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

I  inspected  all  the  Schools  and  found  the  sanitary  arrangements 
satisfactory  except  at  the  Town  End  School.  The  Thurlstone  Infant 
School  was  closed  during  January  for  an  epidemic  of  Mumps,  and 
the  Millhouse  School  was  closed  for  a  fortnight  at  the  end  of  May 
and  beginning  of  June  on  account  of  Chickenpox. 


THE  STANHOPE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

There  h  ave  been  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
past  year,  of  which  four  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
I  he  houses  were  all  thoroughly  disinfected  after  the  removal  of  the 
cases. 


FACTORIES. 

I  inspected  the  Factories.  The  sanitary  requirements  are  satis¬ 
factory  at  most  of  them,  and  there  are  ample  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire.  There  is  no  satisfactory  water  supply  to  the  closets  at 
the  Oil  Mill,  and  the  closets  at  Bridge  Mills  are  in  a  bad  state  of 
repair. 


CHILD  WELFARE  AND  MATERNITY  CENTRE. 

Many  babies  and  school  children  are  taken  to  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Penistone  for  treatment  and  advice,  but  very  few  expectant 
mothers  attend. 

SUMMARY. 

During  the  past  five  years  much  good  sanitary  work  has  been 
done  in  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  improving  the  closet  accommo¬ 
dation  to  old  property,  disinfection  of  houses  after  removal  of  infec¬ 
tion  and  tuberculosis  cases,  but  there  is  still  much  sanitary  work  to 
be  done,  as  there  is  so  much  old  property  all  over  the  District.
